Railroads running into New 
York sent snow plows out early 
in the day, augmented by hun- 
dreds of laborers who were 
keeping switches clear.

Monday for the murder of Don R. Mel- 
lett. former editor of The Canton 
Daily News. 

It is nearly six months since Mel- 
lett was murdered at the height of his 
editorial campaign against the liquor 
and vice gangs that had fastened them- 
sélyes on the politics of Canton and 
But the campaign that 
Mellett began did not stop with his 
death. The militant editur’s alleged 
slayer goes on trial in a community 
much cleaner than the one in which 
Mellett was killed. 

The state of Ohio virtually turned 
Canton upside down when it set out to 
eatch and prosecute the men who were 
believed responsible for taking the 
young editor's life. 

- Deserted in Three Days. 

The town of steel mills and fac- 
tories was deserted within three days 
‘by the underworld characters that 
Mellett had attempted to expose. The 
chief of police was removed from vof- 
fice and there were far-reaching 
changes in the personnel of depart- 
ments charged with enforcement of 
the laws. 

Patrick E. McDermott was overlord 
of Canton’s once-famous vice district 
when Mellett was killed as he stepped 
out of his private garage early one 
-morning in July. Nearly fifty shots 
were fired from three directions, lead- 
ing police to believe that the editor 
was all but surrounded by his enemies. 

kor weeks he had been receiving 
death threats from the underworld. 
“Stop your expose or you will be 
killed,” the anonymous letters said. 
For a while Mellett printed these in 
his paper. When they became more 
insistent he asked for a body guard. 
But for one night he dismissed his 
body guard while attending a bridge 
party with his wife.

SEAMEN IN BOAT 
ARE SAVED AT Sth 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
: The _Chicago Tribune.) 
Philadelphia, December 5.—Deluged 


by towering waves, buffeted by roar- 
ing winds, a captain and two sailors 
adrift on the Atlantic ocean in a frail 
dory for 52 hours were rescued by 
the Merchants and Miners’ steamship 
Ontario. 

Racked by hunger and thirst, and 
exhausted by exposure to the elements, 
the seamen, sole survivors of a crew 
of seven of a gale-wrecked schooner, 
were taken aboard the rescue ship 10 
miles east of Fire Island. The sail- 
ors are Muller Miller, Leo Johnson 
and William Parks, the captain, all of 
Brooklyn. 

Parks, Miller and Johnson were res- 
cued after they witnessed the drown- 
ing of four companions in another 
dory, when a huge wave capsized the 
craft. Before the other survivors 
could aid them, the victims sank from 
view. 

The schooner, a one-masted yessel, 
formerly a rum runner, was purchased 
by Parks at a New York auction 
last Monday for $3,500. With his 
crew, Parks set sail from New York 
and Tuesday afternvon ran into a 
heavy gale. He endeavored to seek 
shelter in a lea under Long !-land, 
but was prevented by a heavy wind,

WILL MEET TODAY 


BY HENRY WOOD. 

Geneva, December 5.—A meeting 
of the League of Nations council 
which promises to be chiefly a series 
of conferences by the foreign ministers 
of Germany, Great Britain and France, 
“Europe’s new big three,” with the 
smaller nations openly complaining of 
—— elimination, will open here Mon- 

ay. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann, of 
Germany; Briand, of France, and 
Chamberlain, of England, have had 
their final conference preliminary to 
the meeting and all have declared that 
their talks will cause the council 
meeting to be short and highly satis- 
factory. 

Whether a new “big four,”’ reminis- 
cent of another big four of wartime 
days, will be born as a result of the 
Stresemann-Briand-Chamberlain pour- 
parlers is as yet unknown. Italy thus 
far is outside the door and her possi- 
ble admittance has been the subject 
of some conversations, 

Questions Are Vital. 

This meeting, unlike any league ses- 
sions which have gone before, will 
be in effect the ratification or possi- 
bly the failure to ratify the commit- 
tee room decisions of the three for- 
eign ministers. The questions that 
have been discussed are most.vital to 
Europe. They have to do with fu- 
ture occupation of Germany, an ex- 
tension of the “Thoiry spirit” socalled 
because the meeting between Briand 
and Stresemann at Thoiry caused a 
new spirit of understanding between 
France and Germany—China, Euro- 
pean finances and possibly disarma- 
ment, 

While Italy eventually may become 
a member of this apparently well- 
planned supreme council, that yet re- 
mains to be seen. Even if the now 
allied statesmen decide to admit ‘the 
statesmen of Mussolini, the Italian 
premier must have’ the last word 
about acceptance. 

Other council members, faced with 
realization of their new status, which 
is plainly a secondary one, have been 
quick to object. Some see in the 
plans as outlined, an entirely new 
conception of the League of Nations 
which was built as a world body, and 
having as one of its cardinal principles 
democracy. 

Small Nations Object. 

Belgium, Poland and Czechoslovakia 
are understood to have been particu- 
larly outspoken in their objections to 
the new arrangement. ‘To be consult- 
ed only when their opinion is wanted 
does not fit their conception of their 
position in the world body. Chile, 
Colombia, China, San Salvador, Ru- 
mania, admittedly completely in ig- 
norance of what is planned for the 
week's sessions, have made no com- 
ment. But predictions in South 
America last year of the early growth 
of the league into a strictly Euro- 
pean body appear to many observers 
to have been well founded. 

Germany may be the one to profit 
by this general spirit of discontent 
on the part of leagué council members. 
It has been suggested that Stresemann 
may formally demand that the ques- 
tion of league control of German dis- 
armament be presented at the meeting 
about to open. He would thus take 
the question from the council rooms of 
the “big three” and put it before the 
council in full session. 

The routine agenda for the meet- 
ing embraces 30 questions, ‘The most 
important of these will be the settle- 
ment of a date for the league's eco- 
nomic conference in the spring of 192% 
and whether despite the known hositil- 
ity of the United States to the league 
it shall be permitted to convoke an in-| 
ternational conference for the control 
of private arms manufacture. : 

Seven ministers of foreign affairs 
will assemble around the tables when 
the council is convoked.
